2 The so-called workers faction gained control during the Congress of the 
Comumiat Party in 1946. This group, however, did not have a sufficiently 
qualified candidate to lead the Party, so they elected one of the intellectuals, 
Ricardo Fonseca Aguayo, as Secretary General of the Caumunist Party. This sane 
workers faction still maintains contre! of the Communist Party of Chile. ‘The

40 Senator Elias Leferte Gavino, President of the Communist Party cf Chile, is 
described as a msre figurehead. Galo Gonzales Diaz and Voledia Teitelboinr 
Volosky are the most important and influential leaders of the Cernmunist Party 
in Chile, and these two individuals reportedly receive instructions from Moscow, i 
Gonzales is the National Secretary of Control and Diseipline of the Com-unist- 
Party, while Teitelboin is Comissioner of Education of the Communist Party 
and reputedly a financial expert. 
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eecentuated during September. Several irnortant mezbers are said to be re~ 
signing from the Party. Jorge Mario Quinzto is one such leader who resigned 
the second week in September 1947. Quingio was a leader of tio Communist 
Students for approximately ten years. He was later sent by the Communist Party 
to the provinces, in order to organize local Party leaders, He was especially 
active in Concepcion, Lota, and Coronel Provinces. Quingio wes fraduated from 
Lew School at the University of Chile, and was one of the few intellectual and 
upper class Corr:unist Party leaders. He was closely associated with Communist 
professors and teachers, and was a persoral friend and strong supnorter within 
the Party itself of Carlos Contreras Labarce. 


Carlos Contreras Labarca is at the present time in complete disfavor with those 
ruling the Communist Party in Chile. The only reason for Contreras not having 
been oxpelled fram the Party is that the now-ruling Ricardo Fenseca Aguayo faction 
fears the resultent publicity. from such an act. Controras does not hold any 
position of importance within the Commmist Party at oresent. He is a member 

of several committees, but he is rarely called upon for any advice or opinion, 

He is becoming increasingly inactive within the Communist Party,
